Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-sixth  Report  on  the 
operation  of  the  public  school  system  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  covers  the  academic  biennium  beginning 
July  1,  1962,  and  ending  June  30,  1964.  Included  in 
this  report  are  statistics  covering  pupils,  staff,  finances, 
school  organizations  and  trends,  curriculum,  Baltimore 
Junior  College,  and  the  adult  program. 

Pupil  Statistics.  Forty-three  tables  including  con- 
secutive enrollment  and  attendance  for  a  ten-year  period 
for  all  full-time  day  schools;  a  thirty-four  year  trend  in 
class  size;  the  history  of  part  timeness;  age-grade  data; 
pupil  promotion;  pupils  above,  at,  and  below  grade 
level;  pupil  attendance;  data  on  intelligence,  achieve- 
ment, and  aptitude  test  results;  reasons  for  pupil 
absences;  pupil  withdrawals;  school  days  lost  because  of 
accidents;  the  number  of  library  books  and  kinds  of 
library  services. 

Staff  Statistics.  Fifteen  tables  give  basic  informa- 
tion on  trends  in  the  pattern  of  staffing  schools;  the 
number  of  educational  and  classified  personnel  per  1,000 
staffing  units  by  selected  categories;  classroom  teachers 
by  classification;  school  social  workers,  psychologists, 
psychometrists;  counselors  and  librarians;  educational 
personnel  accessions  by  preparation  and  experience; 
reasons  for  withdrawal  of  educational  persons  1957-1963; 
trends  in  salary  schedule  for  teachers;  salary  differential 
above  the  basic  scale;  trends  in  teacher  salary  schedule 
minima  and  maxima. 

Financial  Statistics.  Eighteen  tables  present  the 
facts  concerning  the  annual  budget;  the  contribution  of 
state,  city,  and  other  sources  to  the  budget;  cost  of 
operating  Baltimore  City  Public  Schools  for  two  years 
ending  June  30,  1963,  and  June  30,  1964;  current  oper- 
ating expenditures  for  Baltimore  City  Public  Schools; 
expenditures  by  other  City  Departments  for  public 
education;  twelve-year  trend  in  current  expenditures; 
average  daily  attendance  and  per  pupil  costs;  trends  in 


bonded  indebtedness  and  assessed  valuation;  median 
salaries  and  size  of  building  level  staff;  postwar  school 
loan  authorization;  expenditures  for  capital  outlay  1945- 
1964,  including  the  Baltimore  Junior  College. 

School  Organizations  and  Buildings.  Seven  tables 
report  postwar  school  building  program  projects;  build- 
ings in  planning  stage;  expenditures  on  building  projects; 
original  construction  dates  of  schools  in  operation  as  of 
June  30,  1964. 

Curriculum  Statistics.  Seven  tables  deal  with  en- 
rollment and  attendance  in  kindergarten  and  in  special 
education  classes;  accelerated,  enriched,  and  special 
college  preparatory  classes;  achievement  by  subjects; 
number  and  percent  enrolled  in  certain  high  school 
subjects. 

Baltimore  Junior  College.  Twelve  tables  record  stu- 
dent, staff,  and  financial  statistics. 

Adult  Program.  One  table  gives  the  educational 
programs  for  adults  for  the  two-year  period.
